Whilo there, I heard 
a dog bark, and thinking there was sume- 
thing wrong I turned back to go to Ship 
Street) Twas walking throwsh a narrow 
lane when 1 met thy defendant and two 
others who are not in custody.

Wa Ta-ch'éng presents » Memorial re- 
porting that the works nt the Yellow River 
have been making very favourable progress 
up to tho date of the winter solstice, that 
the oxcavation of the drainage canal has 
been completed, avd that there i# now 
every prospect of speedily. closing tha 
breach, In hia provions Memorial he ra. 
ported that the works at the western aud 
castern embankmenta bad been resumed 
on the 16th and 27th November respee- 
tively, and le hus since kept the Throne 
informed from timy t+ time by telegraph 
of the condition, of ‘tho works and the ad- 
vance that has been made, At that time 
Lhy npening was 32 chang in width and st 
was proposed to divide it inte seven see- 
tions, three on the eastern side wud four 
on the western, with nn ending stage ou 
either side and a small opening between, 
which was to be filled up lust of all, Owing 
however ta the great scour on the enstera 
side, anid the consequent difficulty of carry- 
ing on the work, it was de ided tu make 
only three stages on thu eastern side und 
to consider the third tho end stage, (Cu 
the western side foar stages have already 
been complete), and au avu us the end 
stayd on the eastern side is finished, the 
boats carrying materials will he moved 
aside to allow room for proc eding wilh the 
filth section which on tho weatern side will 
form the end stage, This will leaye an 
opening bétween the two ends of about 
threo chang in breadth below and five 
or six chang nborve, the closing of .which 
will completo the wurk. ~ ‘Phe whule staffare 
working night and day, and it is confideutly 
expected that under the present favourable 
circumstances thé breach will be closed 
about the middie of the 12th incon (vbout 
15th Jan., 1889.) Altoyether 4,600 
stacks of millet stalks have been 
preenred, ‘and the supply being anfii- 
cient for all possible requirements, the 
depéta have been closed and further pur- 
chases discontinued. . The excavation of 
the drainage canal in 43 sections hus been 
completed, nnd it is fund to bo of the re- 
quisite length, breadth and depth The 
wintor sulatice is vow passed, the ice on 
the river has not commenced to thaw, and 
with the present fav..ur.ble weather there 
is every prospect of tho breach being closed 
in a few days.—Autograph Reacript. We 
ave deeply grutified to learn that there is a 
prospect of the breach being closed, and we 
command the Acting Directur Gvuvral to 
make nse.of the’ present opportunity of 
finishing ‘tho task. Leb him direct bis
